Negroes Slandered 
Just to Sell 
Newspapers 


ALL NEWS IS GOOD NEWS? 


The statements, ‘‘All news is good news,” is one often repeated, 
However, most of the news published about the Hunters Point - 
Bayview community is not good news. Too often have Negro and 
other minority districts been victimized by negative publicity. 
A kind of publicity emphasizing crime and other degenerate aspects. 
It is common to read a headline in a local newspaper stating, 
“Man Shot In Hunters Point,’ or ‘Hunters Point Gang Starts 
Riot.’’ Headlines of’ such a nature create only misconceptions 
about Negro communities and other minority areas. Nevertheless, 
Such reporting is done daily, and justified on the ground that it is 
the kind of reporting that sells the paper. In other words this 


Kind of slanderous reporting is done just to make a buck. Through 


the preceeding alleged justification the Negro community is. ex- 
Ploited, and another degenerate aspect is added to the mangled 
image of the Negro. 


Weare tired of misconceptions conveyed through negative re- 
Porting by those interested only in Making a dollar by publishing 
false and distorted facts, and to remedy this we have created 
the Spokesman. The Spokesman: will speak for the people of the 
Hunters Point - Bayview community in a positive and constructive 
manner. This Newspaper endeavors to let its readers know that 
the Negro community is not a jungle of crime and social ruin, 
but that it is in fact a community where the people are concerned 
about constructive programs for the community, and a community 
where the people have made great strides notwithstanding op- 
pression, suppression, and exploitation of which they have been 
victims, 


There have been many recent programs produced and conceived 
in the Hunters Point - Bayview community. The following are 
examples of. such programs: the Bayview - Hunters Point Com- 
munity Development Corporation; the San Francisco Neighborhood 
Co-op; the Block Organizations, and the Bayview Community Cen- 
ter founded in 1954. The Bayview-Hunters Point Community De- 
velopment Corporation is a housing co-op established to decide 
the kind of housing that will replace the present dilapidated housing 
projects in Hunters Point. The Neighborhood Co-op is a consumer 
cooperative concerned with consumer goods, and giving the people 
better goods for their dollar. The Neighborhood Co-op’s first 
project is a half million dollar grocery store operation located 
at 6190 Third St. in the Hunters Point - Bayview community. The 
Block Organizations have been established in the community to 
mobilize the people of the community to create better educational, 
social, and economical conditions in the neighborhood. The Bay- 
view Community Center founded in 1954 offers a program to up- 
grade the community through tutorial programs, group discussions, 
and counseling. : 


In general it can be said that the people who have been vic- 
timized and forced into this neglected and dilapidated housing 
are tired of being overlooked. The people are now beginning to fight 
for their rights, and are making things better for themselves where 
their so called leaders or representatives have failed. 


The Spokesman will keep its readers abreast of all the latest 
developments in the community. This newspaper will present posi- 
tive aspects about the community, because we are interested 
in presenting a good picture of the people that live in the community. 

We believe that the negative aspects about the people of the 
Hunters Point-Bayview have been overemphasized. It is readily 
recognized that every community or district has its negative and 
positive aspects. However by reading most local newspapers one 
would think that all the good and positive things happened in the 
Sunset or some other so called prestige community, and that all 
the crime was committed in Hunters Point or some other Negro 
community. It is therefore clear that the statement, ‘All news 
is good news’’ does not apply to the news reported in most local 
newspapers about this community. In fact a more applicable state- 
ment to the reporting by other newspapers about this community 
is ‘‘All news is bad news]!’’

San Francisco, July 20 - The 
White House has announced that 
members of the Domestic Peace 
Corps would work with the Bar 
Association of San Francisco ir 
continuing an experimental pro- 
ject that is providing freedom with- 
out bail for qualified risks. 
~The expanded program for the 
San Francisco ‘‘No Bail’’ or “‘O. 
R.’’. (Own Recognizance) project 
got underway July 20. Four VISTA 
volunteers, two serving in the 
Haight-Ashbury, joined the pro- 
ject, to be followed by eight more 
volunteers in the next 10 1/2 
months, z ; 

Those who arrived are: Wayne 
Dorris, 20, of the University of 
Massachusetts; Daniel Finch, 21, 
from Maris Hill College in North 
Carolina; Merle Hughes, 21, from 
Wright College; and Maxine Mills 
19, from Greensboro, N.C. 

The action followed an intensive 
eight-month project initiated by the 
Bar Association last August. Fi- 
nanced originally by a grant from 
the San Francisco Foundation, the 
bail project had as its objective 
the establishment of a permanent 
organization devoted to interview- 
ing and screening arrestees in the 
City Prison. The result of this 
action was to obtainreleases pend- 
ing trial for those prisoners whose 
background and reliability justified 
it. 

During the past year the project 
operated on an initial grant of 
$3,546 with $6,800 being added 
later through individual donations 
from members of the Bar. 

An estimated 12,000 men and wo- 
‘men prisoners are expected to be 
surveyed during the year. 

The estimated cost will be $68,
